KINGSTON PENITENTIARY. 

There are only thirty-three life mer. 
There is one infidel, one Quaker, two Sal- 
yationists, two Mennonites, 194 Catholics, 
145 Anglicans, 93 Methodist, 58 Presby- 
terians, 22 Baptists and other religion, 20, 
Hastings has sixteen representatives, 
Prince Edward one, Lennox & Addington 
seven, Frontenac 14, and York county 138. 
The majority confined are Jaborers, carpen- 
ters, farmers, There mre Sexenty-seven 
total abstainers; 106 intemperate; 349 
temperate There are six Indians confined; 
845 are single men; only ninty-four can 
neither read nor write. ‘There are eighteen 
men over sixty years of age. The value 
of the penitentiary and stock reaches $1,-

CANADA'S PENITENTIARIES, 

The annual report of the Minister of 
Justice on the penitentiaries in Canada for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, shows that 
the total number of convicts received dur- 
ing the year was 387, as compared with 414 | 
the previous year, a decrease of 27 The 
pumber discharged was 408, as compared 
with 4i6 in 1891, The number remainiog 
in all the penitentiaries on June 30, 1892, 
was 1228, of whom 26 were females, all of 
them being iu Kingston, There were 11 
deaths during the year, of which nine were 
in Kingston, There were seven escapes, 
two from Kingston, one from Dorchester, 
two from Manitoba and two from British 
Columbia.

This was done at the 
first opportunity, and was followed by a 
five days’ fast while extricating our- 
selves from the wildwood tangle. But 
“all's well that ends well.” We came 
out with greatly improved appetites, 
gave thanks and ate our first meal at a 
lumberman’s ranch on the Flambeau 
river, sixty-five miles below Chippewa 
Falls, Wis. .

Some 
tugging at the valve turned the balloon 
downward and just then we rejoiced in 
the possession of a drag rope, which 
presently was heard swishing through 
the water, leaving the car high and dry 
above the waves. All hope was not 
lost, bad as was the prospect, but a 
solid footing on the land, eyen though 
it should have been in mid wilderness, 
would have been better appreciated. 
The sea was so wet and cold to sink in- 
to at last. Thera were no regrets, how- 
ever, at the course pursued, and we 
waited patiently for the next turn, 
whatever it might be. The rope's 
length allowed the car to float on a 
level with a gray fog that hovered over 
the water, guing over the edge of 
the car, with heavy eyes we tried to 
keep watch, but frequently fell asleep, 
in spite of the treatening situation.

The drag rope seemed 
to trip merrily over the trees, respon- 
sive to our own feelings, and at last the 
balloon found a shelter, where it lay 
until daybreak. Upon rising again it 
was found that a counter-current had 
brought the balloon back to the main- 
land. A road was soon discovered and 
a landing effected near it, when we 
found ourselves in the Province of Que- 
bec, near the Gulf of St. Lawrence— 
from whose waters we had escaped— 
and on the only road running throngh 
the wilderness. It was a marvelous 
voyage from beginning to end.

The County Council of Hastings met at 
Belleville, Toeeday, Jan. 25th, with a fall 
attendance of members = Mr. Frank Thomp- 
soo, of Klzevir, Was uuanimously elected as 
Warden and the council adjourned until 
Wednesday morning, 

Oo Wedoesday morning a large number 
of communications were read and several 
members gave notice of by-laws to bo intro 
duced) On motion of Mr, Vermilyea, 
seconded by Dr, Faulkner, the council 
plodged itselt to so restrict the expenditures 
uoder its control that the rate shall not be 
increased beyond the preceding year but it 
possible reduced, The motion was adopted 

Messrs, Clover, Herrick, Mullet, Clare, 
Kingston, Tivy, Holton, McAlpine, Holyate 
and Vermilyea were appointed a committee 
to make such recommendation as they may 
deem Wise upon other than county gravel 
roads and bridges this year. 

On motion of Mr. Ayleworth, seconded by 
Mr, Vermilyea, $25 was granted each in 
spector for the teacher's institute. On motion 
of Mr. Aylaworth, seconded by Mr. Hagger- 
ty, the petition from the county of Elio 
asking for an amendment of the railway act 
which would render it compulsory for ruil- 
ways to make provision for culverts on 
natural water courses wherever required, 
was ordered Lo Le properly signed and to be 
delivered to the government through W. P 
Hudson, M P. P. A petition from the 
Dominion Alliance asking that the Ontario 
government would give the people of the 
province an opportunity of voting op the 
prohibition question was also ordered to be 
signed, The committee appointed to inter- 
view the city council of Belleville concern- 
ing market dues, reported that the vity had 
promised to be more moderate in its de- 
munde and to keep withiu the stutute, Ou 
motion duly made the council forgot their 
pledge made at the beginning of its meting, 
rushed into extravagance and ordered a 
kettle to be purchased for the coal stove. 
On motion of Mr. Aylaworth, seconded by 
Mr. McCargar, a committee consisting of 
Messra. Holgate, Farley, Vermilyea, Mc- 
Cargar and Ayleworth were appointed to 
confer with a committee of the board of 
education, Belleville, in respect to the ad.

The committee appointed to look into the 
Frankford ditch affair reported that they 
had met and agreed to let the matter stand 
until Frankford petitioned for the proposed 
change. Mr, McIntosh, school inspector, 
stated by request the mode by which the 
poor school grants were made, Last year 
he received $1,160 from the government for 
that purpose. The Warden named Charles 
Thompson, of Madoc, as county auditor, and 
on motion of Mr, Aylsworth, Philip Farley 
was made the other, W. R. Aylesworth and 
Edwin Reid were, on motion of Messrs. 
Vermilyea and Mr. Dench, appointed 
auditors of the administration of justice 
accounts, Rev. J. M. Gray was appointed 
trustee of Stirling high school ; A. A, Mac- 
donald, of Madoc big school; Thos.

Extraordinary Result of a Stone.

When this oc- 
cured the water was partially freed from 
the queer underground prison, and as 
the waves played back and forth it sent 
the column skyward.

Cold Puts a Lustre Upon Bilk, 
In one of the large cold storage ware- 
houses in New York, according to the 
Sun, several vaults are filled with made- 
up woolen goods. Thelow temperature 
has been found to be the best preventive 
against moths yet discover In the | 
same storehonseis a quantity ofrawsilk 
The commodity is sold by weight, and 
when stored in ordinary warehouses the 
silk dries, and naturally decreases in ’ 
value. By storing itinacold yaultthe 
moisture is preserved, and the silk keeps 
its weight. There is another curious 
factin regard to the cold storage of silk, 
Many large dealers in silks and ribbons __ 
keep their bales and bolts in cold s' c) 
with the temperature reduced below the 
freezing point. It was discovered some 
years ago that silkin winter usually had 
a finer luster thaninsummer. Thecold 
air was supposed to be accountable for 
the change, and an experiment was tried - 
in keeping bales of silk incold rooms for _ 
comparison with others on the store 
counters. The cold silk then appeared 
to be of a much finer quality, whenin — 
reality it was from the »:me loom. ‘ 
soon as this fact became : snerally reoog- 
nized the large silk den’»rs went to the 
cold storage warehouses und had their ~ 
silks placed in freezing vaults.

The Minuto Hidges on Finger Tips For 
nish a Means of Identification. 

Mr. Galton devotes his life to the |

present volume Mr. Galton gives the ro 
sults of a number of years of research, 
devoted to those tiny ridges of skin 
which appear in the ends of the fingers. 
They are the so called ‘‘papilliary” 
ridges.

“are in some respects the most important 
of all anthropological data.” He makes, 
too, the statement that they “‘have the 
unique merit of retaining all their pecu- 
liarities unchanged through life, and*af- 
ford in consequence an incomparably 
surer criterion of identity than any other 
bodily feature.

monkeys, but appear ‘in a much less 
advanced stage in other mammalia.” 
We know that the finger tips are stud- 
ded with pores, There are an infinite 
number of months always open which 
lead to ducts that secrete perspiration. 
The ridges must assist touch, as they 
“help in the discrimination of the char- 
acter of surfaces that are variously rub- 
bed as held between the fingers. These 
ridges are visible in the child unborn; 
they increase with the growth of the in- 
dividual, and are sharply defined until 
old age sets in. Moderate work de- 
yelops them, and they are visible on the 
toes. They are faintly developed in’ the 
hands of ladies.” The ensuing state- 
ment used by Mr. Galton is not fortu- 
nate, for he adds that ‘‘they are not 
visible on fingers of idiots of the lowest 
type, who are incapable of laboring at 
all.” 

What Mr. Galton wants to show is 
that through the prints made by the 
finger tips we have an absolute method 
of identification. As to that stupid 
thing, palmistry, our authority says it 
has no more significance than have 
the creases on old clothes. The ridges 
Mr. Galton divides into three categor- 
ies of arches, loops, and whorls, 
and his book abounds in curious pictures 
of finger prints, magnified Ly means of 
thecamera. Itseems to us to be terribly 
complex. As no two persons’ finger tips 
are considered to be alike, and as there 
is individualism in the fingers of the rigat 
and left hand, and there are ten fingers 
in all, there would have to be ten dis- 
tinct examinations before an identifica- 
tion could be positive. 

When one comes to the real practical 
use of the finger-mark method it seems 
to have none. If there be any reliance 
to be putin it asa means of identification 
it would require an expert haying un- 
common powers of observation. When 
we are told that theré are ‘about thirty- 
five points (of resemblance) situated on 
the bulb of each of the ten digits, in ad- 
dition to mere than 100 on the ballof the 
thumb,” it may be seen how troublesome 
the matter is likely to be, ‘Then, as one 
has to work up over a thousand points 
on his own hands, or on somebody else’s

Meaning of Words.

letters was 3,286,700, In 1891 thenumber 
was 3,252,000. Overa million dead letters 
wore dealt with during the year, 


Daring 1892, 711 vessels, aggregatin: 
1, 261,106 tons, were launched in the Unite 
Kingdom, Of this number thirty were war 
ships, aggregating 151,157 tons displacement, 
The remaining 651 vessels totalled 1,109,950 
tons, In both years tho proportion of sail- 
ing tonnage was unusually high amounting 
to over 24 per cent, and in 1891 over 22 per 
cent of the total production. The output 
of 1889 is the largest on record, Making 
allowances for  catimated Proportionate 
values of steam tonnage compared with 
sailing tonnage, the out put of 1892 was

| TRAVERSING THE NORTHERN SEAS. FOOD AND 


Leas Uncertainty Now Than There Was in 
the Days of Franklin. £ 
The experience that has been broug’:> 
own from the various Arctic «= 
Peditions, and more particularly fro 
the different whalers which eve 
ear traverse much of the northe 
cy seas, has infused an element of ce 
tainty into Arctic navigation which 
could hardly have been realized by the 
heroes of a period twenty-five or thirty 
‘hasty ago. The capture by the Melville 
bay pack of McClintock’s Fox in the lat: 
ter part of August, 1857, could Bearcely 
be paralleled to day, according to Scrib- 
her's, except as the outcome of ignorance 
or disregard of every day knowledge. In 
fn average season Melville bay can be 
traversed about as readily as almost an 
large body of water lying southward, 
while its earliest seasonal passage can be 
predicted with a precision almost akin to 
mathematical calculation. The hard 
pack ice which has accumulated as the 
result of the winter's frost, and has to an 
extent been held together through the 
large bergs which are here and there 
fetians pest it, usually shows the 
st signs of weakness betwee y 15 
an ag kness between July 15 


Large cakes or pans of ice have by 
that time succumbed to the powerful 
oceanic currents that are directed against 
them, and detaching themselyes from 
the parent mass float off to find new 
havens of their own. ‘The weakening 
process continues nntil most of the ice 
has been cither removed or melted away, 
and before the close of the fourth week 
of Inly little beyond shore ice (shore an) 
remains to indicate the barrier aniat 
but a few days before rendered a pass- 
age all but impracticable. The trend 
of the ice is northwestward through the 
bay, then westward to the American 
side, and finally south to the open sea.

An earlier 
traverse might possibly have been made 
through persistent “butting” of the ice, 
but the dangers incident to this form 
of navigation were such as to render 
slowness a prudent measure of safety. 


A Vast French Electrical Scheme. 


It has long been prophesied that the 
electric motor is destined to reyolution- 
ize the factory system, and the recent 
accounts of the past electrical scheme of 
the shrewd men of Lyons would indicate 
that a distinct phase in such a change is 
about to be entered upon. The rapid 
current of the river Rhone is to be util- 
ized for the generation of electricity, 
which will be distributed in the city of 
Lyons and its suburbs. The waters of 
the river will be tapped about seventeen 
miles above the city, where twenty tur- 
bines, representing 1,000 horse-power 
each, will be established. These tur- 
bines, operated by the water precipitated 
upon them from a convenient eight, 
will work the dynamos, and the electric 
current will be conveyed by six cables to 
distributing stations situated at various 
centers inthe city. The special object in 
this undertaking is to benefit the smaller 
industrial enterprises, and with that view 
the supply of rome to any single sub- 
scriber will limited to fifty horse. 
Of these smaller industrial enter- 

rises, that of the silk weaver is 

y far the most important. The other 
uses to which the project contemplates 
the application of electrical power are 
too numerous to beindicated separately ; 
but they include the mixing of bread, 
the working of sats and other tools of 
sewing machines, printing machines, 
lathes and yentilators, the working of 
fans, elevators and coffee mills, hair cut- 


Electricity will also be largely used for 
traction and lightning, and a system of 
irrigation is already being planned. In 
fact every industry in the city will be 
carried on by electricity. The flow of 
water to the turbines is to be regulatyag 
by means of a system of sluices, locks, 
and compensating reservoirs, and when 
the stream has done the wark required 
of it it will return to the Rhone by a 
special canal. Thecanal, while borrow- 
ing largely from the Rhone, will not in 
the least injure the navigation of the 
river. Very much to the contrary. 
From the point where the canal leayes 
the river, and onward to Lyons, the us- 
ually too fierce current will be greatly 
slackened in force, enabling vessels to 
pass up and down far more comfortably 
than at present, and keeping the nayi- 
gation open during the greater portion 
of the year. The whole of the necessary 
capital has already been privately sub- 
scribed, chiefly by merchants, manufac- 
turers and capitalists of the city of Ly- 
ons.—Chicago Times. 


The Apocryphal Gospel of St. Peter. 


The recent discovery of the Apocryphal 
Gospel of St. Peter is attracting very 
wide attention among scholars, and not 
unnaturally, for if the present theories 
concerning it are true it will have a 
direct bearing on at least one of the 
most difficult of modern critical prob- 
lems, yiz., the date and authorship of

The Apocryphal 
Gospel of Peter was discovered about 
five years ago in a Christian cemetery of 
Ekhmim, pper Egypt, but the trans- 
lation has only recently been published 
in Paris. It is a fragment, and contains 
anarrativye of the crucifixion and the 
resurrection, In substance it agrees 
with the gospels in their descriptions of 
these events. One noticeable difference 
is the use of the exclamation, “My power, 
my power, why hast thou forsaken me?”

ABOUT THE POSTMASTER, 


Tr Musr Come,—We shall have to shoot 
the Postmaster of this town and we shall 
have to shoot him stone dead. We have 
sought to dodge the issue in every possible 
way, but it will not be dodged. ‘i'wo yeurs 
ago, when he was appointed, we stated that 
he was teetotally unfit for the position, and 
ought to refuse it. It wasn’t three months 
before we had to shoot him in the shoulder 
in the interests of our subscribers, Four 
months later we telt it our duty to shoot 
him again to expediate the mail service. 
Ninty days since we got the drop on him 
again, and but for his promises of reform we 
should have created a vacancy in the postal

The Many Servieos Rendered by Bacteria 
in the Laws of Naturo, 

We are fortunate that only few tac- 
teria are disease producing; the great 
majority of them are harmless and ben- 
eficent objects in nature. They are the 
principal agents or oxidation of organio 
matter, and it is to them that we owe 
the phenomena of fermentation and de- 
cay. They are the common scavengers 
of the earth. Wero it not for their con- 
stant and beneficent work the world 
would 600n be choked up with decay- 
ing animal and vegetable matter and all 
the highor orders of life would perish. 

But tho infectious bacteria have the 
payee of elaborating nitrogenous poisons, 

nown as ptomaines, and the question 
whether zymotic diseases are produced 
by bacteria themselves or by these 
ptomaines cannot in our present imy 
perfect state of knowledge, bo answered 
with certainty. In some cases, how: 
ever, the disease seems to come from 
organic poison. Thus _ tyrotoxicon, 
which is the alkaloid produced by bac- 
teria in the fermentation of milk, pro- 
duces a complexus of symptoms in the 
human system resembling those of chol- 
era infantum, so it is very probable that 
tyrotoxicon is the chemical irritant pro- 
ducing the disease. What is true of 
cholera infantum 1s perhaps also true of 
typhoid fever and other filth diseases, 
but not at the same stage of life. 

All bacteria feast upon organic matter, 
and develop in great numbers in ferment- 
ing solutions of it, Their number is 
generally approximately proportional to 
the amount of impurity, and therefore 
may represent the relative danger of pot- 
able waters. A water that contains a 
large number of them should not be used 
for drinking without first being boiled. 
By boiling polluted water for Thal an 
hour all the infections (but not the 
harmless) bacteria in it will be destroyed. 
If it is then filtered to remove the vege- 
table substances, and aerated to render 
it potable such water can bo used with 

rfect safety for drinking. Since the 
infectious bacteria are theagents of all 
filth diseases, it should be the aim in all 
sanitary analysis of water to determine 
whether they have actual existence in 
the water, or what answers the same 
purpose, to determine the conditions 
tayorable for their development. When- 
ever a chemical analysis reveals the 
presence of sewage in a water its use 
should be discontinued for drinking, 
without an expensive bacteriological ex- 
amination.—Engineering Magazine, 


Relation of Climate to Crime. 

Now we haye a factor to consider in 
our study of crime that is an important 
one, and its bearing upon the heredity 
view is far from insignificant. Prof. 
Bosco, who has made a comparative 
study of the statistics or homicide in 
Europe, shows that, while in eight prin- 
ciple states in Western pea eto 
excepted—with a population of 128,500, - 
000 people over ten years of age, there 
are 2,777 annual trials for murder, Italy, 
with 25,000,000 individuals of like age, 
has 8,606 such trials. France, Belgium, 
England, Scotland, Ireland, Austria, 
Holland, Germany, with six times the 
population of Italy, only furnish three- 
fourths ns many murders.’ Tho statisti- 
cal tables of Dr, Bose® place the ciyil- 
ized nations of Wurope, Scandinavia 
and Russia excluded, in the following 
ascending order of homicidal criminality: 
Holland, England, Germany, Scotland, 
France, Belgium, Ireland, Austria, Etun- 
gary, Spain and Italy—a scale affording 

suggestion to the psyvhologist, 
Hippocrates believed that all regions 
liable to violent changes of climate pro- 
duced men of fierce and stubborn disposi- 
tion. Buckle declared that the interrup- 
tion of work caused by instability of 
climate leads to instability of character, 
Quetelet says that the number of crimes 
against property relatively to the num- 
ber of crimes against the person increas- 
es considerably as we advance toward 
the North, Another eminent student 
of French criminal statistics, M. Tarde, 
confirms the opinion of the latter auth- 
ority, and admits that high temperature 
does exercise an indirect influence on 
the criminal passion. But the most ex- 
haustive investigations in this problem 
have been recently undertaken in Italy 
by Signor Ferri, whose criminal statis- 
tics of France show that crimes against 
the person rise with the temperature, 
those against property do the reverse. 
Clearly, climate has a great influence, 
but how about India, which is far less 
homicidal than any European country? 
India has not half as many homicides 
annually as England. With this exam- 
le before us, then, whatever climate 
Fas todo with fostering these crimes 
may be obviated by a better form of 
social organization. Here racial distinc- 
tion comes in, and Prof. Ferri’s table 
gives this sequence of races, namely: 
First, the Teutons; the Franco Celt; the 
mixture of Slay, Latin and Teuton in 
Austria; then the Magyar; lastly the 
Latin. Latin-American, accordingly, 
is more homicidal than the Anglo-Saxon 

North.—Phrenological Journal. 


Showers of Ink, 

The meteorological records of the 
world chronicles several incontestible in- 
stances of black rainfalls, to say nothing 
of the more startling phenomena of 
“showers of blood, blue snows,” &c. 
Prof. Barker, in April, 1845, laid before 
the Royal Society of Dublin some obser- 
vations on a shower of black rain which 
fell around Carlow and Kilkenny, ex- 
tending over an area of about 400 square 
miles. 

During the course of his lecture Prof. 
Barker exhibited to the society a speci- 
men of this uncanny shower which had 
been sent him by a friend, The speci- 
men shown in the vial was a uniform 
black color, much resembling common 
black writing fluid. Dr. Barker found, 
however, that after allowing it to stand 
for a short period the black coloring 
matter separated from the water with 
which it had mixed, rendering the color 
of the rain water much lighter, but still 
dark enough to be called ‘ black rain,” 
The shower which was in broad day- 
light, was preceded by a darkness so 
dense as to make it impossible for one to 
read without the aid of a candle, After 
this darkness had continu&d for some 
time, a hail storm set in, attended with 
vivid lightning, but without the least 
semblance of thunder. When this hail 
storm was over the black rain began to 
fall. : 

On examination of the rain immedi 
ately after the storm was over it was 
found to have an extremely fetid smell, 
as woll as a very disagreeable taste. All 
light-colored animals and all articles of 
clothing exposed bore dark spots and 
stains, and cattle: refused to drink the 


LENGTH OF MILES. 
Distance Monsuremente in Use in Different 
Countries at the Present Time. 


It is no wonder that there is some un- 
certainty about the length of a mile, 
English’ speaking countries have four 
different miles—the ordinary milo of 
6,280 foot, and tho geographical or nauti- 
cal mile of 6,085, making a difference of 
about one-seventh between the two; 
then there is the scotch mile of 5,928 
feet, and tho Irish mile of 6,720 feet; 
four various miles, every one of which 
is atillin use, Then almost every coun- 
try has its own standard mile. The Ro- 
mans had their millia passum, 1,000 
paces, which must have been abont 8,- 
000 feet in length, unless we ascribe to 
Cresar’s iegionaries great stepping capa- 
city. Tho German mile of today is 24,- 
$18 feet in length, more than four and a 
half times as long as our mile. The 
Dutch, the Danes and the Prussians en- 
joy a mile that is 18,440 feet long, three 
and a half times the length of ours; and 


the Swiss get more exercise in walking 
one of their miles than we get in walk- 
ing five miles, for their mile is 9,153 
yards long, while ours is only 1,760 
yards, The Italian mile is only a few 
feet longer than ours, the Roman mile 
is shorter, while the Tuscan and the 
Turkish miles are 150 yards longer. i 
The Swedish mile is 7,841 yards long, 
and the Vienna post mile is 8,206 yar 
in length. So here isa list of twelve 
different miles; and besides this there 
are other measures of distance, not 
counting the French kilometer, which 
is rathor less than two-thirds of a mile. 
‘The Brazilians haye a millia that is one 
and one-fourth times as long as our 
mile; the Neapolitan miglio is about the 
same length; the Japanese ri, or mile, is 
two and one-half times ours; the Russian 
verst is five-eighths as long as our mile; 
while the Persian standard is a fersakh, 
four and a half miles long, which is said 
to be equal to the parasang, so familiar 
to the readers of Xenophon's Anabasis. 
The league that is familiar to readers of 
French and Spanish books varies just as 
does the mile, In Brazil it is three and

three miles, in Spain it was two and two- 
third miles, and once on a time in Eng- 
land it was two and one-half miles long. 
The only measure that isabout the same 
in every conntry is the meter, and even 
that varies slightly, for in France it is 
$9,870,482 inches in length, while in this 
country it is 89,87079 inches— a differ- 
ence to be mentioned, but not to be con- 
sidered in practice.—St. Lonis Globe- 
Democrat.

Froma letter addressed by that re- 
nowned sportsman, Mr. Selous, to the 
Field, it appears that that curious and 
rare eeatrna the white rhinoceros has 
not yet gone the way of the dodo and 
the great bustard, though some have 
ventured to give Mr. Selous’ authorit 
for saying that he is Mashonaland, 
» which has kept t%®» natiye hunters to 
the west of the Umniati River, that 
this gentleman attributes the fact that 
in this part a few specimens still sur- 
vive the constant persecution which in 
less than twenty years has utterly ex- 
terminated them in every other portion 
of South Central Africa, ‘There may 
yet,” Mr. Selous adds, “be ten or even 
twenty of these animals left, but cer- 
tainly not more I think, than the latter 
number.”—London News.

One of the strangest things to be seen 
at Santa Cruz these days is a queer 
spouting rock, or rather a tunnel and 
rocky aperture, through which the sea 
water boils and bubbles ppt Me The 
queer spouting rock developed during a 
recent great storm. Every two or throe 
minutes alternately a volume of water 
sixty feet high shoots into the air. ‘To 
view it wholly from the surface it appears 
to bea gigantic geyser, The water, which 
is thrown up in such a great volume, ia 
salt brine from the Pacific ocean. Fors 
thousand years possibly,and ma bemany 
more, for nobody jae the waves 
of the ocean have been playing such an 
earnest game of hide-and-go-seek with 
themselves and the rocky shore that 
they have worn great chasms and tun- 
nels into the land. An examination of 
the ground thereabouts by a San Fran- 
cisoo Examiner man revealed novel 
things. It was found that a long, nar- 
row groove or cut led into the shore, It 
was widest at the sea end, like a wedgo, 
and grew narrower as it reached into the 
land. It extended abont eighty feet. 
Into this the waves thrashed and ham- 
mered as they rolled in from toward the 
mountains across the bay which border 
the Salinas river. As the waves crashed 
against theend of the tunnel they kept 
wearing away the soft sandstone which 
composed it and a portion of the roof 
above. At length the waves extended 
far beyond the weak portion of the roof, 
and there was a rebound which was very 
powerful. Gradually it ate away the 
roof. Suddenly during the storm it 
burst through, making an aperture 
about two feet square and looking much 
like a hopper to a grain mill. It appears 
to have at a point where a peculiar atrain 
was pat on a portion of the caprock, 
which cracked and fell. When this 6c- 
cured the water was partially freed from 
the queer underground prison, and as 
the waves played back and forth it sent 
the column skyward.

The Luprint of # Human Face Fixed Upon 
a Baby's Hand, 

The littlehamlet of Rorseburg, 8.C., 
is to the fore with a curiosity which is 
ahead of all others. This is a 3-weeks- 
old baby whose right hand bears theim- 
print of ahuman face. The face occu- 

ies nearly the whole palm, says the 

hiladelphia Times, and is as Clearly 
outlined as if drawn on porcelain. Itis 
the countenance of a little child about 3 
years old lying asleep, with the eyelashes 
drawn in fine dafk lines on the full 
cheeks. The mouth seems to be slightly 
parted and the lips are delicately tinted. 

The baby whose palm contains this 
singular portraitureis the child of Clarke 
Osborne, a thriving merchant of Rose- 
burg, and Mrs. Osborne declares that the 
face in the infant's palm is that of a lit- 
tle girl she lost about three months be- 
fore the baby’s birth. Relatives and 
intimate friends also profess to be able 
to see a strong resemblance to the dead 
child. 

When the baby was first put in its 
mother’s arms she looked at the hands, 
and, with a loud cry, fainted away, but 
on coming to herself exhibited the little 
creature's hands to the attendants, who 
saw at once the strange likeness to the 
dead and gone sister. borne 


Mrs, Os 
was at first much frightened over the 
singular circumstance, but at last be- 
came convinced that this strange por- 
trait was sent to comfort her. Physi- 
cians say, however, that the mother's 
caresses of the dead child impressed the 
unborn infant, who merely repeated her 
mental pictures of the little girl as she 
last beheld it. 

* The image on the palm was much 
clearer the first few days of the infant's 
life than now, and it is thought to be 
gradually fading away. The family are 
very eensitive on the subject and have 
refused to show the child except to rela- 
tives and most intimate friends, but a 
dime museum manager has already made 
propositions which have been declined.

AN AWFUL DISAS(ER, 


Tho Allan liner Pomeranian,from Glasgow 
for New York, returned to Greenock last 
Saturday. 

Sho lost a number of her passengers and 
crew ina terrific storm in mid ocean, Her 
deck ealoon, chart house and bridge were 
smashed by a terrific sea that came on her 
like an avalanche The shrieks of perishiuy 
aai ors wod passengers could Le heard in the 
waves that surged above the dismautled 
ateamer, 

Capt. Dalzil had been on tho bridge 
when the avalanche struck the vesvel 
He was swept from hia post and was dashed 
against the bulwarks, where he lay stunned 
and helpless, The mates, John Cook and 
Jobn Hamilton, who were in the bridge 
with the captain, were swept out to sea and 
drowned, Brsides the first and second 
officers named, two quarterma-ters, two 
stewards, four first cabin passengers and one 
sosond cabin passenger perished ny drown- 
ing. Jomes and Lilian Gibson, of Dalkeith; 
James Caffery, of Londonderry, and Joho 
Stuart, of Glasgow, were the first cabin 
passougers lost, ee) Were in the deck 
saloon at the time of the disaster and were 
hurled overboard: with the ruing of the 
salooon, They were vover seen again, but 
survivors suy @ despairing cry pierced the 
air even amid the thunderous roar of the 
waters Peter Forbes, of Dundee, was the 
second cabin passenger missing. The 
stewarda were James Pritchard and Fred 
Weédtbury, The last were engaged at the 
time in their usual duties wheu borne ot! 
their feot aad ewept into the sea. Two sea- 
men named Peter NecLean and Willium 
Urquhart, who were on duty at the time, 
also perished, 

For a moment after the catastrophe the 
survivors wore too stuuned to act, With 
the Captain disabled and the first and 
second officers drowned, there was no one 
for the moment to give ordere, from whom 

orders were expected, Every one looked 
about to see who was incommand, Then 
the third officers quickly brought the crew 
to their seuees, and took prompt action to 
save the steamer and ite human freight from 
further calamity. All the instruments for 
navigation had been swept away except the 
after compass, by which the gteamer had to 
be navigated, Capt, Dalziel was borne be- 
low. His injuries were fatul and he died ov 
the following morning. 

The crew cleared away the wreckage and 
the voasel started on ita return voyage, 
making ita way back elowly and carefully 
to Greenock. 

The survivors of the passengers and ew 
are in a very exhausted condition after their 
terrible experience.

SOME CHARACTER STORIES OF THE 
DEAD GENERAL 


A Wenderful Personality. His Quoer 


Drese—Witty abd Mareastioally Quick— 
A New Story of the Spoons—His Great 
Nerve and Phenomenal Memory 


It is queer how Death treata public 
men yn the same night that Senator 
Kenna died on Capitol Hill in Washing 
ton, another statesman passed away. 
His death-bed was located not a stone's 
throw from that of the young Senator, 
and like Kenna he had kept his life-work 
going on until the last, He was, how- 
ever, 30 years older than Senator Kenna 
and he was a figure in the public eye al- 
most before Senator Kenna was born. 
I refer to Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, who 
also began life young, but who for near- 
ly half a century was a national char- 
acter. Had Kenna lived 80 years longer 
how much more might he have accom- 
jlished! He was only 8 yeapggold when 
yobn Sherman came to ontitess and he 
was still a boy when Blaine was in his 
rime. He wasonly 12 years old when 
3en Butler jumped into National prom- 
inence at the Charleston Convention, 
and when he started into the Con- 
federate Army as a_ privates tler 
had gone. through his career at 
New-Orleans and had become a major- 
general. Every day of Butler's life for 
more than half a century was packed full 
of activity. His fingers were on thekey- 
board to which are attached the wires of 
the great things of our Nation and he 
accomplished every year more than 
many dozen other public men, A close 
friend of his who was associated with 
him for years in business told me the 
other night that he made more than 
$50,000 annually at his law practice and 
that his income from his work often ran 
into the hundreds of thousahds a year. 
His Gubernational campaigns cost him

BEN BUTLER’S LAW PRACTICE. 


Bpeaking of Ben Butler’s law practice, 
he had many big cases before the Su- 
preme Court which netted him fortunes, 
yet I happen to know that he did alarge 
amount of “thank you” business. His 
heart was as big as his body, and while 
he charged millionaires tens of thousands 
for his work the poor got it for nothing. 
I remember aninstance here at Wash- 
ington which happened only a year or’so 
ago. A soldier’s widow who occupies a 
yory responsible position in one of the 
departments had a boy seriously injured 
in a railroad accident. She was toopoor 
to employ a big lawyer and the railroad 
corporition laughed at her demands for 
damages. She went with her story to 
Gen. Butler. He received her in his 
office on Capitol Hill, grunted asshe told 
her story, but when she had finished it 
he said he would undertake her case for 
her and would not charge her a cent. 
As soonas the railroad company heard 
that Butler was her council, they came 
to terms and were glad to compromise 
at a good round figure. 

The partner of Ben Butler tells me 
there was no harder worker in public 
life than he: Said he: ? 

“Ben Butler once told me that he 
would rather try cases of common 
drankenness at $10 a suit than’ remain 
idle. He was the personification of in- 
tellectual activity and the gray matter 
of his brain was a great electric dynamo 
which was never idle. He was system- 
atic in his work and he kept his papers 
and letters carefully arranged and filed 
away for future use. There is a great 
amount of unwritten history in his cor- 
respondence and I would not be surpris- 
ed to find that he has left considerable 
unpublished manuscript, He was work- 
ing not long ago on a lecture on Judas 
Iscariot, his idea being to prove that 
Judas was the purest and noblest of the 
12 Apostles. e claimed this on the 
ground that Judas alone appreciated the 
greatness of Christ and that he betrayed 
Him to give Him a chance to assert His 
greatness supposing that He would by a 
word crush all His enemies and make 
Himself ‘The King of the World.'” 


BEN BUTLER’ QUEER DRESS. 


Gen. Butler courted notoriety more 
than any other man of his greatness on 
the stage of statemanship. He did thas 
not only by his actions, but in his dress, 
and he seemed to have as many different 
costumes asanactor. Atone time he 
appeared here in an overcoat of beayer 
fur with a hat of the same material. 
making himself look for all the world 
like a great animal. His coat was big 
enough for a good-sized tent and his hat 
was pulled down over his ears so that 
you only saw his great round face with 
its cock-eye looking out of one side of it. 
At another time I remember he trotted 
around in a great ¢yhite sombrero with 
astick in his hand, and he never ap- 
peared on the platform of an evening 
save in a dress suit with a red rose in 
his buttonhole, Many people associate 
this rose with his love for his wife's 
memory, for it is said that she always 
pinned such a flower in his buttonhole 
before he left home for his day’s work. 

BEN BUTLER AT THE CAPITOL. 

Since he left Congress Ben Butler has 
spent a large part of every year at the 
Capitol. ‘The door-keepers knew him 
well and they were prepared for his 
queer freaks in the way of dress. He 
had the right of entrance to both House 
and Senate and he usually wentin with 
out trouble. At the first of ono session, 
howeyer, he appeared in his gorgeous 
white sombrero, his patent leather 
pumps and his dandified suit. He came 
to one of the rear doors of the Senate 
Chamber and started to go in. The 
messonger was anew one. He thought 
he was running the Capitol, and he puf 
hia arm across tho door and told Gen 
Butler to stand bac} “You can’t go in 
there,” said he. his door is only for 
Senators when the Senate is in session.” 
Gen. Butler looked at him and growled 
out: 

“Tam Butler and I have a right to go 


“Oh no, my antiquated masher!" re- 
plied the doorkeeper with a wink at a 
bystander. ‘You are trying to play me 
for asncker! You think I don’t know 
Senator Butler? He comes from South 
Carolina and he has just gono in through 
the door. Youcan'tgetin. Goup and 
mash ‘em from the gallery, my dandy.” 

Gen. Butler was paralyzed for an in- 
stant and then whovling upon the door- 
meee he fairly yelled 

“Butler of South Carolina be blankedt 


I am Butlor of Massachusotts! Goy. 
Butler, you impudent fool!” And 
amidat the profuse apdlogies of the door- 
keeper he wont into the Senate. Hoe 
had of course the right to do so by vir- 
tue of his being an ex Congressman as 
well as Governor. 
BEN BUTLER'S WIT. 

Many stories are here told of Ben But- 
ler’s wit. His brain was as quick dso 
flash and ho had ono of the most sar- 
castic tongnes that ever cut a soul or 
cracked a joke, I heard a story last 
night of his remark at the close of a 
Congressional Speech of John A. Bing- 
ham's. Butler did not like Bingham, 
but’ the speech was an able one and at 
its close the House was wrapped in 
silence and yon could have heard a pin 
drop any placé in the chamber, ‘he 
Congressmen were ready to burst into 
applause when Butler, cocking his queer 
eye, said ina stage whispor: 

“IT always did like that epeech!” 

This meant, of course, that Bingham 
had but one speech and that he had 
spoken it many times before. It effect- 
ually settled the applause. 

A NEW STORY OF THE SPOONS. 

I heard a new spoon story concerning 
Butler last night. His enemies never 
tired of twitting him on tho infamous 
slander which was charged avainst him 
in New Orleans and during his cam- 
paigns in Massachusetts there were 
always allusions to “spoons.” One 
night he was speaking to a meeting 
when the word “spoons” was hurled at 
him. He replied to it thus: 

“I see there is some opposition here. 
Bat if it is congealed—if it stands alone 
like that spoon—it will not trouble me 
much.” 

The crowd roared and Butler carried 
the town by a large majority. 

This spoon talk, however, went on for 
some time until Butler finally got tired. 
One night while he was addressing a big 
manufacturing town in Massachusetts 
someone in the audiencd howled out 
“spoons.” Butlerstopped and asked the 
speaker to come forth. He waited a 
moment and no one rose. Hethen said: 

“I would like to see any respectable 
citizen father such a charge against me.

Ihaye heard this matter jested about

Butler's speech was 
reported and he heard nothing more 
from spoons during that campaign. 


BEN BUTLER’S NERVE, 


There was never any doubt about Ben 
Butler's nerye. Many instances of his 
bravery have been told and he has never 
been accused of cowardice, He showed 
his courage a number of times before 
the War began and I have heard a story 
of how he saved a crowd at Lowell one 
night from a panic when Rufus Choate 
was speaking. Butler was then only 28 
years old. It was during the Buchanan 
campaign and Choate was addressing a 
crowded house in the biggest hall of the 
city. There was great enthusiasm and 
when the stamping was the loudest a 
crash was heard and the cry went forth 
“The floor issinking.” Eyery one turned 
pale and the audience rose for a stam- 
pede when young Ben Butler came to 
the front of the platform and called the 
audience to halt. He said there was no 
danger and that the architect of the 
building was present and that they 
would go together and examine the 
building. Choate then went on with his 
speech. A moment later Butler re-ap- 
peared and smilingly told the audience 
that there was no present danger but as 
the hall was overcrowded they had bet- 
ter quietly adjourn to the public square 
where Mr. Choate would finish his speech. 
The crowd went quietly out and the 
catrastrophe was averted. As Butler 
stepped into the platform he had de- 
ceived them by his smiling face and with 
a half Jangh which came from his lips as 
he;whispered to Mr. Choate before he 
spoke to them. These were the words 
he whispered: 

“Mr. Choate, I must clear this house 
or we shall all be in hell in five minutes.” 
BEN BUTLER’S MEMORY. 

Two wonderful things about Ben But- 
ler were his memory and his power for 
sleep. A Washington correspondent 
told me the other day how he called 
upon him one day for an interview. 
Gen. Butler had been working right 
along for 18 hours and he was still at 
work when the correspondent entered. 
He heard his request and then said: 

“T would like to talk oh but my 
mind is full of this case and I will have 
to sleep first. If you will wait 20 
minutes I will give you an interview.” 

“All right,” said the correspondent, 
and Butler went into the next room. 
At the end of 20 minutes he came ont as 
fresh asa daisy and his mind was as 
clear as a bell. He had slept just 20 
minutes and I am told that he could 
sleep at any time and in any place. He 
often slept in his chair in his office and 
neither his mind nor his memory ever 
seemed to fail him. He was noted for 
his kindness to his friends and when he 
was elected Governor he was surround- 
ed by office-seekers. One of these, named 
Smith, came upto himandsaid: ‘Gen. 
Butler, I haye done all I could to have 
you elected and I want you toremember 
pie now when you come into your king- 
dom.” 


“Ah,” said Butler, “What is your 
name?” 
“Smith,” was the reply. “I have 


worked for yon for years.” 

“Ah, Smith. It seems to me that I 
remember you, You played mo false at 
aconyention just 15 years ago. You 
promised to yote for me, and you voted 
for my opponent. No, Mr. Smith, I 
don’t think I shall need you. Good 
day.” —Buffalo Express.

THE GREAT INFIDEL’S PLAN FOR 
IDEAL GOVERNMENT. 


TL Now Lecture Donls With Some Living 


Issucs—Some of His Brilliant Homo 


Thrusts—After All, He Is Considerably 
More Advanced Than His Party. 


Colonel ‘Bob” Ingersoll’s ideas of 
Overnment, as set forth in his latest 
lecture—on ‘'Progress’—are interesting, 
if not altogether original. He reaches 
the subject by easy stages, first tracing 
tho development ofman from the pre- 
historic period down to the present time 
to show the necessity of the changes he 
contemplates. 

i “Our ancestors,” says the Colonel, 
lived in dens and caves, subsisting on 
roots and herbs that they could dig and

way man has ever lived upon his fellow- 


. “The plow and the sickle were the 
first toolsofman. Then came the wheel. 
I consider the wheel one of the greatest 
inventions of the human brain. Inven- 
tion has done more for man than wealth, 
The men who deserve the laurels in our 
century are the inventors, the di: cover- 
ers, the thinkers. 

“If I were to found a StateI would 
not permit every man over 21 years of 
age to vote, bnteach family would have 
a yote, and the home should be the unit 
in the Government. ‘Lhe danger of the 
Republic to-day is that millions vote 
who have no interest in the Govern- 
ment, but who are political Bedoins of 
the desert, blown by veering breezes 
from’ one party 'to another. 

“I do not bélieve itis for the interest 
of the country to have any one man to 
own more land than he can use. I would 
fix by law the amount of land one man 
could hold. If he refused to sell I 
would put it in the power of any man 
who wanted a home to buy a certain 
number of acrés. 

“I would exempt from sale for debt 
every home, and from taxation by city, 
town, State or nation. Let the fortu- 
nate pay thetaxes. What we want now 
is absolutely free thought. In these 
times a person must do one of three 
things—tell what he thinks, keep still 
or lie, and I find that the respectable 
thing to do is to lie, 

“After all is said and done there is 
but one crime—cruelty, and one virtue 
—generosity. All others merge into 
these. Whenever we dosomething cruel 
we breed some horror that carries death 
in ite trail. 

“Society raises its own criminals. We 
will find in time that there will be no 
more sense in punishing a man for a 
crime than for a disease. Society must 
finda remedy, It will not send aman 
to prison for so many days or years, but 
to a reformatory to stay until cured. 
And let our best and greatest and most 
splendid men have charge of these insti- 
tutions. 

“Lwish there were a power that would 
instantly palsy a hand raised against an 
innocent man. I would like to have 
that power myself fora few weeks. The 

thing would get around the country ina 
week.” 

The lecture is interspersed with’bright 
sayings, of which the following are 
selections: 

“When a man is very rich he gener 
ally has all the diseases money can buy.” 

“Nations are like pugilists. One says 
to the other: ‘I am greater than you be- 
cause I can lick you.’ Force has been 
the standard of greatness.” J 

“Maternity is the tenderest and holiest 
of words, “This word alone should 
enough to civilize mankind.” 


Running Water's Power. 
Formerly the Canadian side of the 
Niagara Falls was U-shaped, which, 
caused the name Horseshoe Falls to be 
given it. For the last ten or a dozen 
years, however, that side of the fall has 
been V-shaped instead of U-shaped, the 
change being caused by a wearing away 
of the ledge over which the waters pour. 
On January 4, 1889, a great displace- 
ment of rocks again took place and now 
the Canadian side of the cataract is 
again known as ‘“‘Horseshe Falls.” It 
is pretty generally known that the Falls 
of Niagara are moving tothe south. A 
deep cut through the solid rock marks 
the course they have taken in their back- 
ward march. It is a wonderful excava- 
tion, a mighty canal dug out by the 
sheer force of falling water. Not less 
astonishing is the remoyal of all this 
debris. The rocks have been thorough- 
ly pulverized and swept out into Lake 
Ontario. Once it was believed that the 
fall would ultimately wear back to Lake 
Erie and degenerate into a second-class 
rapids. The latest idea is that the fall 
will recede two miles further to the 
southward and then stop still; that is 
as far as the backward tendency is con- 
cerned: The cause of this will be that 
at that point a solid foundation for the 
limestone ledge over which the waters 
pour will be found, Two miles of a 
wearing back will make the falls only 
eighty feetin height, instead of 160, as at 
present. 


An Incorruptible Man, 

In time to come Gen. Saussier, the 
military governor of Paris, is likely to 
be remembered by France with prido 
and affection in connection with the 

sresent crisis, Agents of the Count of 
Baris have hinted at a ducal or princely 
title and enormous revenues that would 
be the result of treachery on the part of 
Gen, Saussier to the Repudlic, and while 
the hints have not been uttered directly 
to Gen. Saussier care has been taken 
that they would reach him, But he is 
pnmayanle in his fidelity to duty, He 
is not a strong Republican in his sym- 
»athies, but he is thoroughly faithful to 
Ris lawful superiors and it is not doubt 
ed that he will obey their orders to the 
letter. The knowledge of this fact 
makes the Government feel secure 
against any attemptat insurrection from 
whatever source the attempt may be 
made. 

Whon the battle waged thickest 
around President Carnot’s head, and his 
downfall seemed likely, Gen, Saussier 
was mentioned as his successor. Tho 
Goneral promptly went to President 
Carnot, and said he was in no senso a 
candidate for the Presidency, and assur 
ed him of a readiness to call out the 
troops at a moment's notice to suppress 
any insurrection.

Civilization Brings Short Sight. 

The subject of short-sightedness in 
animals was under consideration ata 
meeting of the Paris Academy of Medi- 
cine, when M. Motais, of Angers main- 
tained that this defect in vision is one of 
the products of civilization. An unex- 
pected proof of this view was found in 
the condition of wild beasts, such as 
tigers, lions, etc. M. Motais having ex- 
amined their eyes by means of the 
ophthalmoscope, discovered that those 
captured after the age of six or eight 
months retained the foce sight natural 
to them, but that those made captive 
before that age and those born inastate 
of captivity were short-sighted. Some 
time since a case was published ofa 
horse in this country that wears spec- 
tacles. The farmer who owned him, 
having come to the conclusion from 
various symptoms that the horse was 
short-sighted, got an oculist to take the 
necessary measurements and had a pair 
of spectacles manufactured for him. 
They were made to fasten firmly into the 
headstall, so that they did not shake out 
of place, At first the horse appeared star 
tled by this addition to his harness, but 
he soon got used to his glasses and liked 
them, “In fact,” said the owner to a 
Brooklyn Eagle man, ‘‘when I turned 
him out to pasrure he felt uneasy and 
uncomfortable without his goggles, and 
one Sunday he hung round the barn and 
whined so plaintively that I pnt the 
headstall aot goggles on him and he was 
60 glad that he rubbed my shoulder with 
his nose.” It is thought that the vice 
of shying, which spoils s0 many other- 
wise valuable horses, is induced We short- 
sightedness. The animal cannot see 
some particular object sufficiently plain- 
ly to feol sure that it is of a harmless 
nature and so shies away from it. Own- 
ers of dogs may often prove that their 
pets suffer from short sight, for it will 
often be found thatadog is unable to 
recognize ple with whose appearance 
it is most intimate when they are a little 
way off, while another dog, at the same 
distance, has no difficulty whatever in 
recognizing them. Dogs have been pro- 
vided with spectacles in the same way 
as the farmer's horse alluded to, and 
have been conclusively shown to have 
derived great benefit from them.

THE TERRA COTTA INDUSTRY. 

When our forests are cleared away, 
when the lofty pines and sturdy oaks and 
leafy maples are thinned out, when it will 
no longer pay to collect and bring the logs 
to the mills—must Deseronto then become 
a deserted town? Echo answers, No. In 
the old world when the forests disappeared 
the people found coal; in this new world 
when the settlers had split the walnuts into 
fence rails and were looking for supplies 
of fuel and light, coal oil was discovered. 
When the oi] wells were ceasing to flow 
natural gas came to the surface, and is now 
controlled in order to furnish heat and 
power. Then again the more subtle 
elements of nature are utilized and men 
now produce electricity for light, fuel, and 
many other purposes. 

In this district of Canada reither coal, 
oil nor natural gas ere found in the rocky 
strata. The Rathbun Company have in

These brick 
have a meeiatibe power for carrying weight 
equal to the old common solid brick, and 
on account of their lightness can be used 
in the erection of walls higher than on 
enerally built of ordinary brick. The 
1ollow cavities prevent the dam pneee from 
penetrating through #he wall and make 
the best groundwork to receive plaster, 
while they give a hard, eolid interior, dry, 
saving lath and nails, and leavin nothing 
whatever upon which the fie Bend ma) 
feed. Partitions built of this materi 
are impenetrable to sound and do not har 
bor vermin. The outside can be artiatical- 
ly decorated in all styles of architecture, 
from Pie Burfaces to moulding arches 
and all sorta of architectural ornamente. 
The modern building of the twentieth cen- 
tury is a skeleton of steel covered inside 
and decorated outside with Terra Cotta, 
the floors being laid on porous Terra Cotta 
and finished with fioor tile, and the roof 
covered with glazed Terra Cotta shingles.

This singular growth extends over several 
feet of the trunk. It is extremely hard, 
and is quite even in surface, although 
presenting the appearance ofalotofgreat 
ropes wound in and out of one anothér. 
the bark of the growth isnot at all like the 
bark of the natural tree; but it i8 more 
like that of a short-grained bark. The 
growth extends out somewhat like an open 
‘umbrella, and then tapers away again at 
the bottom; it extends around and is 
really very nice to look upon. There is 
about a foot of the trunk left on each side 
of the growth, and the whole weighs over 
seven hundred pounds. Lumbermen who 
lave been in the woods all their lives, say 
that while they have seen miniature pro- 
ductions of the same kind, they never saw 
anything like this, #80 wonderful in its 
proportions,—Pembroke Observer.

MR. ERASTUS JACKSON'S ABLE PAPER 
THEREANENT. 


A Reminiscent Treat Given to the Mom- 
bers of the Canadian Prose Association— 
Vivid Sketoh of Papers, Paper Mon and 
Their Methods in the Barly Days, 


In preparing this paper on ‘‘Pion 
neer Journah.2,” T have been exer- 
cised somewhat to understand just 
tho line of thought desired by the Execu- 
tive Committeo, or what would prove 
acceptable and edifying to the associa 
tion. The more } considered, the 
stronger grew the impression that somoe- 
thing comparative respecting the labors 
and methods of half a century ago and 
Wale" personal Ser this connection, & 


little personal experience, would meet 
tho purpose desired, and perhaps afford 
thought for reflection not altogether un- 
profitable. i 
The journalist of to-day, with all the 
varied advantages and facilities which 
the genius and progressive development 
of the age places at his command, can 
form but a very inadequate conception 
of what journalism meant fifty or sixty 
ears ago—of the round of duties tho 
journalist was called upon to discharge, 
or the functions he was expected to 
exercise in the community. My own 
recollections dato back to tho forties, 
about the time the Globe was first issued 
by fhe late Geo. Brown—when the old 


_ Examiner published by Mr. Leslie, was» 


@ power in this province; haying such 
* men as tho late Sir Franci# Hincks, and 
other vigorous thinkers contributing to 
its editorial columns—when the old 
Colonist under the, direction of Mr. 
_Séobie, was in the zenith of its groatness 
—when, a few years later, Hon.Mr. Mac- 
dongall entered the journalistic field 
with the North American, and haying on 
his staff writers suchas thedate Mr. Ure, 
whom the old Parliament of Canada 
cited to the baref the Honseion a mat- 
ter of privileze—when Mr, Lyon Mac- 
kenzie talked lond and strong to men in 
high positions, demanding constitutional 
chanjres through his Message, and when 
the Patroitand Catholic Citizen were 
organs of the Orange and Green. These 
cwere the leading political journals in 
"Torontoin these days. Later on the 
Leader, with Mr. Lindsey as editor, 
‘made its appearance; and after a time 
the Colonist and Patriot become in- 
corporated with it; and the Examiner 
and North Americanamalgamated with 
the Globe. Most of these journals 
down to 1850 and 1852, were printed on 
Washington hand presses, and enjoyed 
a circulation almost equal to the extent 
of their ability to supply. The men 
conducting the editorial departments 
were giants in intellectual greatness. 
Important public questions divided 
political parties, and these talking to 
the coun presented weighty argu- 
ments for thinking people to consider. 
As a resultone or more of the journals 
just named, found a place in the homes 
of the educated and moderately wealthy 
éverywhere, and a fair measure of suc- 
cess, financially, accrued to publishers. 
But the coun editor, conducting 
what is familiarly termed the “rural 
ae did not fare quite so sumptuous- 
ly. We had to unite in his own 
person the editor, the printer, 
the reporter, the pressman, and 
sometimes (failing the possession of a 
genial and considerate partner of domes- 
tic joys and sorrows us an assistant, to 
pence the task of inking the forms), he 
ad te be both pressman and printer's 
devil. Itwas no bonanza to be a pub- 
lisher under circumstances of this char- 
acter. Those of you who have beceme 
identified -with journalism within tho 
last decade or two, go back with me to 
the days when, instead of receiving daily 
cablegrams‘from over the sea, furnish- 
ing the latest political, commercial and 
social eventsin the busy centres of the 
old world, we had to be content with 
the mails breught over in fortnightly 
steam-packets, bringing correspondence 
and papers :3 weeks old, from which to 
collate foreign news—when we had no 
telegraph as a means of communication 
in the country—before the genius of a 
later period chained the lightning’s 
wer to obey an editor's behest and 
essen his weary toil—before Edison's 
masterful mind conceived the maryei- 
ous method of inter-communication with 
the telephone service, and thereby en- 
abling the news-gatherer of to-day to be 
almost ubiquitous—before lightning ex- 
press trains superceded the old inail 
coach in carrying daily papers from oar 
cities in time for ecu country 
ournalists immediately after partaking 
is morning meal, then compare the 
situation with the opportunities, facil- 
ities and appliances which modern in- 
ventions, mechanical genius, and the de- 
velopment of science, now places at a 
he her's command, and you will 
able to form some conception 
of what Dioneer journalism meant even 
within the limited period of the past 
half century. At the time of which I 
now speak, conntry journals were not so 
humerous, opportunities to scissor copy 
from contemporaries of neighboring 
towns, without giving credit as tosourc 
were not then enjoyed, patent insides 
and ontsides were unknown in news 
Mex al and boiler-plate had yet to 
@ introduced to the publishing world; 
and of those that were published, I am 
free to admit, very few were conducted 
with the spirit andvim of many conn- 
try journals of today. But at that 
Lathe time it was difficult to secure 
local correspondents. Now, with the ad 
vantages our school system has given 
almost every concession line can furnish 
48 many scribes ax the editor desires, 
who take delight in preparing a weekly 
budget of local gossip and happenings 
of the neighborhood—tell of the little 
stranger just arrived at Squire Jenkins 
being a farm hand, or an assistant to 
the amiable lady of the Squire in her 
household duties, and such other inci- 
dents as are of special interest to country 
readers. In this regard the methods of 
conducting a local journal as compared 
with the past, presents a revolution, 
and the editor's personal duties and 
labors are very much lessened. 

The pioneer journalist had another 
serious drawback in being handicapped 
in the matter of postage, The ordinary 
half onnce letter was taxed nine-pence 
(15cts. for the carriage of 100 miles—then 
graded down to four-pence, according 
to distance; but now marked prees cor 
respondence is carried the length and 
breadth of the land for a cent only 
Then, too, subscribera were taxed post 
age on their papers, and this outlay they 
reckoned upon as part of the papers 
subscription. This led to agitation, 
and as the power of the press became 
more potent as a factor controlling pub 
lic life, its demands for the removal of 
this import was feltin parliament. A 


radnotion in postage followed to sub- 
scribers making regular quarterly pay: 
monts,—but this was unsatisfactory, | 
and an undercurrent of sentiment pre- 
vailed that the people paid more money 
into local post offices than found ita way 
into the Postmaster-General’s depart- 
mont, and another change followed. 

By way of making sure of collections 
the governmont transferred the import 
from the subscriber to the publisher, 
This was a serious matter to the latter. 
The credit system prevailed to a large 
extent in ordinary business and mercan- 
tile life, and the publisher had to follow 
this custom; but under the then existing 
at regulation he was placed at a 
double disadvantage. In caso a sub- 
scriber proved delinquent or moved 
away fron a locality without intimating 
his changed address, 1 month or two 
after such removal the post-master would 
return a back number marked, ‘un- 
called for,” or ‘‘removed,” in which case 
the publisher was not only “out” the 
amount the delinquent owed, but also 
the postage for conveying the paper to his 
address. Of course this led to further ag- 
itation, and finally the regulation was 
changed to free postage, a change large- 
ly brought about through leading jour- 
nalists whose names stand connected 
with the early history of the Canadian 
Press Association, They presented, for 
the consideration of the government, the 
fact that the press was a public educa- 
or, doing a work that no other agency 
then existing could do, and also that 
through the press much gratuitous in- 
\ formation respecting legislation and 
other matters along that line, of advan- 
tage to the whole coantry and important 
that the masses should be cognizant of, 
was being disseminated, and in this way 
the press was giving a quid pro quo for 
all the loss the country would sustain 
by the removal of this burden, The 
boon was finally granted, but all the 
same, while the tax was continued it 
militated against extended circulation 
in country parts, for a newspaper in 


those days was regarded more as a lux- 
ury than a necessity, by the middle 
classes, 

Hence, newspaper readers were limited 
as.compared te the whole population. 
.A dozen or s0, Naan at each local 
post office was about the extent, and the 
papers sent to these did duty for the 
entire neighborhood. Happily for the 
journalist of to-day the newspaper bor- 
ower who entertained no_ scruples 
of consciénce in thus filching from 
the printer his hard-earned patrimony, 
has now become almost extinct in the 
dawn of a brighter intelligence. As an 
outcome of our noble school system, 
founded abont the period of which Iam 
speaking, by that indefatigable friend 
of education, Dr. Ryerson, a taste for 
reading was created, a thirst for know- 
ledge developed, a desire to know what 
was transpiring in the wide world 
around was manifested; this desire the 
newspaper of to-day gratifies, so that now 
the family without its chosen journal 
isthe exception rather than the rule. 
But from the very factthat the patrons 
of a journal were trusted, the sphere of 
the pees journalist was circumscrib- 
ed. Those who took an active interest 
in the political questions of the day, com- 
prised the majority of his readers. The 
editor, therefore, had to be a partizan 
politician first, local news was con- 
sidered a secondary matter. Important 
issues then dividing political parties, 
served to draw strong and sharp the 
lines ofdivergence. Prejudices created by 
the ontbreak of '37, still exercised potent 
influences at each recurring general 
election, and in dealing with such issues 
as the Secularization of the Reserves in 
Oph Canada, the abolition of Senorial- 
sal Tenures in Lower Canada, Separate 
Schools, etc., editora sometimes took off 
their coats and rulled up their sleeves. 

These issues formed staple texts for 
lengthiless and bitter homilies. To meet 
the spirit of the times and ensure the sup- 
por of the then partizan reading com- 
munity, the editor felt it a duty to discuss 
these issues exhaustively. Sometimes 
columns were written presenting argu- 
ments upon a given qnestion, or in 
reasoning from cause to effect that the 
journalist of to-day condenses to one 
quarter thespace. Nothing was left to 
be inferred, every minutae of detail was 
delineated, but in the present day and 
age, with a more widely diffused intel- 
hgence, this is unnecessary. Salient 
points are now presented in short pithy 
articles, leaving the thoughtful reader 
to draw his own conclusions from the 
facts presented, or arguments offered 
for consideration. ; 

But while the journalist of that day 
was a party man first, everything he 
wrote bearing unmistakable evidence 
of his party leanings, other writers, 
men of letters, contributed very con- 
siderably to the literary departments of 
these journals, thereby diffusing much 

eneral information and quickening the 
intellectual activities of the age. This 
feature was more particularly noticeable 
however, in the city press of that day; 
‘and their patrons increased to such an 
extent that, as I previously observed, it 
was found difficult, with the ap- 
pliances then at command, to sup 
ply the demand. Fast double cylinder 
presses to enable the rapid issne of an 
edition numbering into the thousands 
per hour were then unknown. Most of 
the pero of the country were printed 
on hand-presses, on which eight to ten 
tokens per diem was considered a good 
days work. Possibility of numbers 
was therefore, limited; but to-day many 
country printing offices have a circula- 
tion that could scarcely be printed on a 
Washington hand-press on the day of 
publication, Then. too, our printing 
offices were not furnished with addres 
sing machines to enable rapid despatch 
in mailing, genius had not area hen 
this important appliance; and often- 
times the country editor would take his 
turn at the press, run off a token or two, 
then ye way of change and for a rest 
wonld busy himself folding, addressing 
and bundling, ready for post, the papers 
he had just printed, and on through his 
weekly editions. It was quite acommon 
thing for the editor to labor at the com- 
positor’s case during the day, and by 
way of change, toil on far into the night 
by the light of a tallow candle, prepar- 
ing matter for the next day, posting 
books, answering correspondents, and

In due time 
the happy twain were made one accord- 
ing to the laws of Upper and Lower 
Canada, and left the office enjoying each 
other’s smiles as happy as if the nuptials 
had been celebrated in a spacious 
cathedral; but the incident was the 
subject of little office jokes for weeks 
after, The clergyman editor referred 
to was the late Rey. Dr. Webster, who 
commenced his journalistic labors in 
1845 on the Canada Christian Advocate, 
afterwards removed to Hamilton; and 
the office “Imp” aforesaid was your 
humble servant. Let me add, all the 
printers who witnessed the ceremony, in 
good old fashioned style, saluted the 
bride on the occasion, ‘according to the 
Custom of the times. 

_ Perhaps some of you may ask, “had 
the journalists of those days any news- 
paper cranks?” Oh! yes; plenty of them, 
and quite as unreasonable as they are 
to-day. Literary cranks, who, in ar- 
ticles several columns long, endeavored 
to scale, or unravel, hidden mysteries, 
or storm the awful and impregnable; 
poetic cranks, whose effusions were a 
sort of jingle, without rhyme or reason, 
and whose estimation of ate editor went 
a long way below zero on account of 
declining their effusions. Yes, and busi- 
ness cranks, too, who declined to adyver- 
tize because the paper had no circulation 
to speak of, and was without influence; 
nobody read it, but who, if they happen- 
ed to get into some scrape would bob 
around the editor's sanctum like a pea 
on a hot stove, beseeching him not to 
mention his foibles, as he did not want 
his name emblazoned all over the coun- 
try tohis injury. Oh! yes, he would 
then realize that the paper had not only 
influence, buta circulation, and that peo- 
ple did read it. There were plenty of 
other cranks of this description, but 
I shall not stop to allude to them now. 

A brief mention of the journals in 
this Province in existence previous to 
1850 would, perhaps, not be out of place. 
Ihave already alluded to those in Tor- 
onto except denominational auspices. 
Kingston then had its Whig and Chron- 
icle, with one of which the Herald was 
merged; Hamilton its Spectator and 
another previous to the Times, but 
which I cannot recall; London its Pro- 
totype and Free Press; Ottawa its Citi- 
zen, and I believe ancther journal called 
the By-Town Gazette—but of this I am 
not certain. Then commencing with 
country journals in the east, Cornwall 
had its Freeholder; Prescott its ‘Tele- 
graph; Brockville its Recorder—long 
conducted by an old ex-President of this 
Association, Father Wylie; the Perth 
Courier looked after Lanark County; 
Picton had two papers, the Gazette and 
Times; Belleville had its Intelligencer, 
then published by Mr. Benjamin, and 
afterwards by Hon. Mackenzie Bowell; 
also its Chronicle, then conducted, I be- 
lieve, by Mr. ashburne; Carleton 
Place had its Herald; Cobourg its Star 
by Mr. Chatterton, and fora brief period 
The Proyincialist, by Prof, Kingston, 
and a third journal called The Courier, 
by Mr. Leonard; Port Hope its New 
Telegraph; Peterboro’ Review by Mr. 
Romaine, and Examiner by Mr, Sawyer, 
whose chief writer was a genial son of 
Erin by the name of McCurrall—a vig- 
orous controyersialist; Streetsville had 
its Review, ably edited by Rev. Mr. 
McGeorge; Guelph its Advertiser and 
Herald, the former conducted by an old 
member of this association, Mr. John 
Smith, and the latter by Mr, Geo. Pirie, 
father of your Vice-President; Dundas 
had its Warder, with which Mr, Spence 
was then connected, if Lrecollect rightly, 
a gentleman who afterwards occupied a 
prominent position in the politics of this 
province. Ho was succeeded by Mr 
Jones, later of Ottawa and the latter by 
ox-President Somerville, now super 
annuated with M.P. attached to his 
name; Brantford had its Courier and in 
1851 the Expositor made its appearance;

People who think at all can hardly 
think differently about the uselessness 
of the vengeance executed through our 
frequent lynchings.

DRIVING SNAKES TO SUICIDE. 


Mow Western Cuckoos Force Rattlers to 
Fatally Poison Themselves. 
Ornithologists and everyday bird fan- 
ciers in general, although not usuall. 
given the credit for relating true Wal- 
tonian piscatorial narratives, vow and 
declare that the “roadrunner,” a west- 
ern species of cuckoo, forces the rattle- 
snake to commit suicide by biting him- 
self. The modus operandi of this know- 
ing bird is decribed by the St. Louis Re- 
public as follows: He rain bulates 
around till he finds his snakeship enjoy- 
ing a quiet snooze. After fully satisfy- 
ing himself that the rattle is really and 
trul sleeping the mischief-loving 
roadrunner sets about gathering prickly 
on and other specimens of cacti. 
ese thorny vegetables are carefully 
arranged in a circle around the snake. 
“who little recks of the trouble brewing.” 
When everything isin readiness the bird 
arouses the sleeping reptile with a coarse 
shriek. Theserpent throws himselfin the 
attitude of defense, and in doing so 
pricks his silky coat ina score or more 
of places on the cacti barrier. It is a 
true case of ‘‘ont of the frying boats into 
the fire,” as every move he makes adds 
to his torments. Finally, so the orni- 
thologists say, the snake bites himself 
as a last means of freeing himself from 
such unbearable irritation. He dies, of 
course (at least the above mentioned or- 
nithologists so declare), and the road- 
runner, which must certainly have 
enough brains for two heads, cackles 
with delight when he finds that another 
of his traditional enemies has succumb- 
ed. The snake being now dead as a 
direct result of the bird’s cuteness the 
ornithological part of the story is ended. 
Now the herpetologist has his say. 
(By the way, the herpetolozist is a person 
who is supposed to know allabout snakes, 
even of the private affairs of the sea ser- 
pent.) The editor of ‘Notes for the 
Curious” is easily ‘‘gulled”; he believes 
all sorts of queer stories and prides him- 
self in the belief that he still has capa- 
city for believing thousands of Mulhat- 
tonic yarns that may yet ‘‘be spun,” but 
the story of the snake's ability to poison 
himself was too much. To make a long 
story short, I wrote to the expert herpe- 
tologist, Dr. Arthur Stradling, who had 
previously given his opinion as follows: 
‘To what extent a poisonous serpent’s 
bite is noxious to itself is doubtful. * 
* * Probably it inflicts mechanical 
injury only uponits own body. * * * 
I have sven cobras bite and shake each 
other like dogs over disputed rats, and I 
recollect a jaboia being badly worsted 
by a puff adder under like circumstances, 
the result in both cases being a ape 
swelling and a slight inflammation of a 
few hours’ duration.” He also speaks 
of owning a large rattlesnake that once 
severely lacerated its flesh with its fangs 
without the wound exhibiting the least 
signs of haying been poisoned,

slavery for crimé to be able to under- 
stand thatit is not the best possible me- 
thod of punishment. 

Under any system of punishment by 
the State it must assume control of the 
criminal, but this control does’ not ne- 
cessarily imply that he shall be a slave, 
as the essence of slavery is the enforce- 
ment of the labor of one person for the 

rofit of another or the community. 
When the State, as the Sovereign, exer- 
cises the sovereign perogative of pun- 
ishment to prevent crime and te educate 
the criminal the convict community be- 
comes an organized society in which the 
convicts are the subject of a paternal 
authority which makes them subjects 
instead of citizens only that it may teach 
them ¢elf-control and self-government, 

If, however, the State sells the labor 
of such convicts, we have a reversion to 
the barbaric method of slavery as a pun- 

ishment for crime. In Africa. whena 
member of a tribe has committed a fel- 
ony, the “‘ headman ” of the village keeps 
him imprisoned only until the next 
slave gang comes along. He then dele- 
gates to the slave dealer the power and 
prerogative of punishing the convict, 
selling the convict’s person as well as 
his labor. 

Only in this does the system differ from 
our own conyict lease system. For we, 
too, surrender to those who for their own 
profit arewilling to become public execn- 
tioners, the State’s supreme prerogative 
of controlling the person and the labor 
of criminals. The difference between 
our system and that of the African yil- 
lage is merely the difference between a 
title by lease and a title in fee. In each 
case the community, finding the care of 
the criminal a burden, surrenders him 
to those who are willing to assume it for 
profit. The African slaye dealer and 
the American convict contractor acquire 
each his title to the labor of the criminal 
by assuming at the same time the dele- 
gated sovereignty of the community and 
the functions of the executioner of the 
community's decree of punishment. 

Under the American system the con- 
yict contractor buys the labor but not 
the person of the slave. He can kill the 
slave by cruelty or neglect and yet lose 
no labor as long as the State can supply 
a fresh convict instead of the one iilled, 
This is the disadvantage of our system 
as compared. with that of the African 
village; for there, when the slave dealer 
kills a convict, itis his own loss, and 
self-interest tends to make him more 
merciful than he would be with a sys- 
tem under which the convict’s death 
would cost him nothing. 

It is hardly necessary to say that such 
methods of punishment do not prevent 
crime b Comers ae the criminal. A 
criminal is not the less a criminal for 
becoming a slave, but is pes to be 
brutalized by his slavery. And the State 
itself commits a crime against its people 
as well as against the convict when, for 
the sake of gain, it abdicates its sover- 
eign power of correcting him and vests 
it in unofficial persons not in any sense 
representatives of the people, who, under 

retext of executing justice on the crim- 
inal, use him for their own gain, regard- 
less of the justice through which the 
civilized State is bound to make, his 
punishment a correction.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

THRUP’S SPEECH DURING 
ae NOE BUDGET DEBATES, 


The Toronto Empire thus reports Mr. 
Northrup’s speech during the budget 
debate: Mr. Northrup was received with 
great cheering a8 he sroxe to continue the 
debate on the budget. He was vorry that 
Mr. Edgar was not in his place, but it 
weemed to him (Mr. Northrup) that that 
gentleman with all hie financia ability 
ought to transfer his position from the 
House to the stock exchange of a neighbor 
ing city. Mr. Edgur had assured the 
House that the cotton companies had » 
yrofit of $8,000,000 annually, He (Mr. 

orthrup) hud looked at Montreal papers 
und had found that the Canada Botton 
Company’s stock was quoted at 110 and 
111, the Montreal Cotton Company's at 
152 to 155 and the Dominion Cotton 
Company’s at 133 to 137. Mr. Edgar had 
apparently disregarded the intelligence of 
this country when he suggested that these 
companies had made the handsome profit 
of $8,000,000 Jast year, and sul) the 
capitalists of the country in the open 
inurket would pay only pre peices for the 
stock that he had named. Six or seven 
years after the National Policy had beeu 
adopted some of these stocks were offered 
at 35 cents on the dollar acd some at 52 
cents. This showed that undue advantage 
had not been given to the cotton manu 
facturera by the National Policy. He(Mr. 
Northrup) lived in @ city that had been 
robbed of $300,000 by o legislative enact 
ment of Ontario, by which one railway 
had been allowed to monopolize and gobble 
up oll the railways in the country, Thi# 
monopoly had been engineered by the hon. 
member for West Gntario. (Hear, hear.)
